Gologne, Yesterday. 

A- tornado of a violence 
hitherto unremembered in Ger- 
many passed with devastating 
effect through the town of 
Hamm-an-der-Sieg yesterday at 
5 p.m., striking terror into the 
hearts of everybody that wit- 
nessed the train of destruction. 
The Gothic spire of the Evan- 
gelical Church 140 feet high 
was caught by a whirlwind 95 
feet from the ground and torn 
off as though it was nothing 
more substantial than a twig 
and hurled with a deafening 
crash on to the roof of the nave, 
which was severely damaged, 

An avalanche of brickbats poured 
on to tho street below with death- 
dealing violence, but fortunately 
the pedestrinns rushed to safety 
just in time. 

The firs brigade station tower 
80 feet high restated the fury of 
the hurricane, for four minute 
and then’ snapped off Ike a corn- 
stalk, striking the enginc-house in 
its fall. . Mighty century-old 
trees were uprooted and = every: 
ropf In the neighbourhood war 
damaged, many being taken off 
completely.

~ Other parts of the” Rhineland 
suffered terrible damage from 
similar storms, with hail and a 
wind blowing with the fdree of « 
ale, In the cities of Dusseldorf 
and Neuss four persons were 
killed, 14 serlously injured and * 
great number slightly injured. 

Jn Dusseldort's chief street, 
the Koenlgstrasse, so many trees 
were nprooted that the traffic was 
suspended. Numerous shop-win- 
dows were blown out. The roof 
of thie concert hall was carried 
across several nearby buildings.

'» Conventions 


HE word “convention” has too entirely different meanings, 

and there are many complairits that. we have too much of it 
in the one meaning, and too little in the cther, The excessive 
quantity is in those meetings for discussion without execitive 
wthority which made stntesmen for some years play the part 0: 
Cook’s Tourists. That fashion has happily died out thrpugh 
want of results. Our subject is rather;the use of the word for 
certain methods of casing the friction dt life and the difficulties 
of the work of artistic creation with materials that are often 
very refractory. , ") i 

It is perhaps on the stage that it is most convenient to watch 
the working of-the conventions, for -in spite of all. our modern 
realism in theory und practice the stage remains essentially o 
thing of conventions, snd the only. question is one of choice. 
Habit makes us accept the conventions that we are accustomed 
to, but nothing can make it really at all like our daily life that we 
should sit in a comfortable stall and listen to two people on a 
wooden platform exchanging the utmost secrets of their life and 
thousht for our edification. If we grant that that is possible, why 
boggic about a few details such as the discarded soliloquy of melo- 
drama, which did as a matter of fact save n lot of artificial dla- 
logue introduced with more or less ingenuity to serve the same 
purpose. The whole object of a play is to sot a social problem or 
scene before us and allow us to watch what the characters make 
of it. . 

There are not perhaps many of us that go even. occasionally 
to n Chinese theatre. We see a diffeent set of conventions, and 
in the strange language we fail to. understand what they mean. 
The usual result is that after one visit prompted by.curiosity, we 
give up the attempt. The special value of seeing “Lady Precious 
Stream,” in the excellent production by the University Arts As- 
sociation, is that it enables us to- appreciate the advantages of 
some of these conventions in avoiding changes of scenery and 
scenes that are only introduced to hold the story together, and 
allowing us to fix the whole of our attention on the main theme. 
The first time the “attendant” stood in the centre of the stage 
with uplifted arm to summon characters to the Prime Minister’s 
presence he was greeted with hearty laughter but before the four 
acts were finished that convention was thoroughly aceepted, and 


;]/scemed an obvious improvement on the usual dispatch of the 


butler to “her Ladyship’s” room (up), followed by her Indyship’s 
entry after 2 decent interval during which the required interv 
is filled up by some unimportant by-play. We know all the time 
that she is waiting in the wings for her cue. Why pretend that 
she is not? : 

In the drama. what’ we want igs‘ to know, what a 
comic or tragic situation is like, and we. ‘are willing 
to allow the dramatist as much Iatitude as he wants 
in order to arouse and to satisfy our imagination. The 
conventions of real life have the same object ag on the stage. 
In a Parliamentary debate for instance what a speaker wants is 
to persuade. the gentlemen opposite to walk into the same divi- 
sion lobby with him. He may be attacking a soldier who seems 
to him to have no moral courage and o lawyer who seems to have 
shown a complete ignorance of the subject, but he will’be ill- 
advised if he does not refer to “the honourable and: gallant 
Member,”. or the “honourable and learned Member.” “That con- 
vention removes the discussion from the region of personal 
controversy, which would most likely decide them to walk into 

‘Ithe other lobby. . : ; . 

The other plan, known in such developments as “shirt-sleeve 
diplomacy,” simply does not pay. ‘It amounts to a tacit declara- 
tion: “I do not think you worthy of any formality; I an? here to 
make the best bargain: I.can in my: own interests,” The result 
of course is that the other party to the discussion ¢onducts his 
bargaining in the same spirit and carries awuy a subconsclous 
resolve to get the bettcr of his adversary at the. first chance.

Dr. Vicente Nicolas Aticnza, 
M.B., B.S..(Hong Kong), the pre- 
sent head of the Filipine com- 
munity of the Colony. ; ; 

In connection with the recent in- 
auguration of the Commanwealth 
of the Philippines and the cele- 
bration, on Sunday last, of Rizal 
Day, Dr. Atienza, who is a person- 
al friend of Mr. Manuel Quezon, 
President of the Philippines As- 
sembly, has naturally” been con- 
siderably in the public oye, 

Vicente Nicolas Atienza , who 
was born in the Philippines on 
December 28, 1888, was sent to 
Hong Kong os a boy to begin his 
education at St. Joseph's Colloge. 
Thence ho passed in duc course to 
London University, where he be- 
gan his. medical atudies. It was 
while he was studying {n London 
that his friendship with Manuel 
Quezon began. 

His studies in London: were In- 
terrupted by the outbreak of the 
Great War and he returned to 
Hong Kong at tho end of 1914, 
continuing his course at the Hong 
Kong University, where he even- 
tually recelved the degrees of M.B. 
and B.S. He has recently re- 
turned from a alx months’ visit to 
England, where he took a further 
course of medical study. He has 
paid several visit,-to. his home 

{iow definitely 
made Hong Kong his home. 

Devotce Of ‘Oigdoor Sports 

Dr. Atienza, has always been a 
devotee of outdoor sports, Rugby, 
cricket and tennis being his prin- 
cipal recreations in the past. In 
1911, while in London, he played 
Rugby for Guy's Hospital and 
while at the Hong Kong University 
was captain of cricket. Hla prin- 
cipal recreatlon to-day fs lawn 
bowls and, while recently in Eng- 
land, he was chosen a8 a member 
of tho team which, for the firat 
tlme in eight ‘years, won the 
“Paplen Cup’ for Hong Kong, 
playing against the Wanstend 
Club. This match, it may be ex- 
plained, Is an annual affair, a 
team of Hong Kong residents who 
happen to be on Jeave at the time 
meeting a team from the Wanstead 
Club. 

Dr. Atienza fs the President of 
the Filipino’ Sports Club, which 
has {ts ground at . King’s Park.

is’ the view of Fire Commissioner John J. McElligott, awho more 
than uny other liring man can foresee what a general conjlagra- 
tion tcould mean in Greater New York. 


EW YORK CITY is ripe 
for the greatest holocaust 
in history; a fire that will lay 
waste vast 
318 square miles of, territory: 
that will make the San Francisco 
earthquake “castastrophe and the 
Chicago conflagration — in cost 
of lives, records and money — 
seem relatively insignificant.” 
Fire Commissioner John J. 
McElligott — a veteran who 
came up from the ranks and who 
undoubtedly knows the American 
metropolis from the fire-fighter’s 
view better than any other man 
alive — strode up and down his 
office in the towering Municipal 
Building as he made this state- 


ment to an astonished inter- 
viewer. 
“Look here,” he said. “I’m no 


alarmist. I don’t want to scare 
anybody; but the truth'’s the 
truth. We 
enough fire department — good 
ns ours is. We haven't adequate 
inspection and control of fire 
hazards; we can’t even go into 
buildings to see where and under 
what conditions explosive ana 
highly inflammatory materia!s 
are stored. 


Stores Of Explosives 

“T believe that there are more 
dangerous explosives carelessly 
stored in lofts and business 
buildings in this town than ever 
before in its history — probably 
more than in any other city in 
the world.. And why shouldn't 
that be so? New York is the only 
city in America which has no 
fire prevention bureau. 

“This city has been lucky; it 
has had many a narrow escape. 
We have watched Chicago, San 
Francisco and Baltimore prac- 
tically. go up in smoke: we know 
from history how'very many 
great cities have. one time or 
another, been swept by flame. I 
hope that will never happen 


here. Let me tell you. though. 


that sometimes 1. thinking of 
this city, feel we are sitting upon 
a volcano.” 

He sat down. spread big. 
heavy hands upon the desk. Un- 
der corrugated brows he looked 
directly. intently at his visitor. 


Holocaust Threatens 

“Given the right coincidence

refuelling from a large tanker. 
Those circumstances happen in

needed circumstance is added — 
an explosion, as a result of anv 
minor accident. 


What Would Happen? 

“What would. happen? This: 
Not only the immediate shipping 
and piers would be involved in 
a blaze that might overtax New 
York's ten fireboats and those 
from Jersey City, Heboken and 
Newark, but the surface of the 
water: would be covered © with 
flaming oil. The south-running 
tide would carry it down the 
waterfront igniting ships. piers. 
barges, lighters and cargoes 
until the whole line was a roar- 
ing furnace. 

“The Governor “would he 
forced to declare martial] law. 
Soldiers ‘would invoke all avail- 
able transport to evacuate the 
population; the task of saving 
patients from hospitals, of 
keeping families together dur- 
ing transfer to safe areas, 
the removal of records from 
business “houses and ‘banks. 
of gasoline stocks from filling 
stations and garages would be 
terrifiz and terrible. As the wall 


of flame ddvanced. first the ex-~ 


press highway would be closed, 
then the Ninth Avenue ‘L.’ the 
Eighth Avenue and West Side 
subways, the Sixth Avenue ‘L. 
the Hudson Tubes .and so on. 
All buses on all lines would be 
commandeered toa remove folk 
from the doomed> areas. It 
would be years b-fore the city 
would recover from such a blow. 
Such a fire would sweep the 


- island from Centra! Park to the 


Battery.” 


People Don’t Understand 
“Pesple don't understand.” he 
said. “No fireproof building, as 
the term is used, is any more 
proof-against general conflagra- 
tion — or even against confined 
local fire — than is its contents. 
T have seen fire destre; a s0- 
called fire-proo® building in 
course of construction. probably 
because of wood 1ft about it. 
In the case of -general contlagra- 
tion the contents of -big depart- 
ment stores, office buildings. 
furniture stores and the like— 
such as furniture. draperies. 


printing inks, paints, chemi cals 
—can be fired by heat Tadiation 
from without. : 

“Take that wall of faine ad- 
vancing against a  skyscaper. 
What happens? The heat in any 
fire is greatest about 250 feet 
above the ‘common hazard’ build- 
ing—that is, of course. once it 
has broken throush thz roof. 

“The wall of flame then, com- 
ing with the wind. strikes the 
side of the skyscraper. The 
windows shatter; the contents of 
the building take fire; soon it is 
an inferno. The face of the 
building—with fire within and 

“thout—is soon disintegrating; 
hrick stands up longest, stone. 
especially marble, begins to crack, 
slip and then crash. Even the 
steel structure, once the heat 
reaches 1,600 degrees, Fahren- 
heit, is distorted and there is a 
weakening. of tensile strength 
that may mzan the toppling of 
the whole edifice. 

“No, the only real firz-breaks 
are parks, broad highways, rail- 
ways and open spaces. In Cen- 
tral} Park, Manhattan has the 
most wonderful firebreak exist- 
ing in any great city. Situated 
in the centre of the is'and, not 
heavily enough wooded for forest 
fire, it is long enough and wide 
enough to balk heat radiation, 
or wind-borne flame. It practi- 
cally guarantees that the whole 
of Manhattan cannot be burnt 
over by one conflagration. 

“In time of war, however. par- 
ticularly if énemy hombers varry- 
ing as much as fifteen tons of 
explosives bomibed our various 
areas of ‘common hazard,’ fires 


‘would start at many points, and, 


given a high wind, a general con- 
flagration would be on in half an 
hour. Such a holozaust could 
not be stopped if every © male 
citizen was a fireman and every 
automobile a fire engine or truck.

Lord Reading was, at the time 
when he was detailed for that 
negotiation, the Lord Chief Jus- 
tice. The versatility of the man 
is very impressive, though at no 
stage of his wonderful career 
was he the originator of any 
new policy on the grand 
scale. It is rather striking that

financiers of his day, the one 
failure of his life was his career 
on the Stock Exchange. 


LAs Mr. Rufas Isaacs 


WAS sitting in Court one day 
when he appeared, in a. 
claim for damages as plain Mr. 
Rufus Isaacs, shortly before he 
“took silk.” Even the greatest 
cross-examiners sometimes have 
to put up with a sud- 
den . setback. The case was 
a claim against a bus com- 
pany by the owner of a_ fruit 
stall which had been unset. with 
fruit

feet. Following his usual prac- 
tice of getting on to friendly 
terms with a hostile witness, he 
remarked to the claimant “Ah, 
we have met before. have we not?

Cross-Examinees 


T once asked Sir Thomas 
Upington, whose successes in 
cross-examination used to be 
legendary in the old Colonial 
days of Sauth Africa, if he had 
never been entirely beaten by a 
witness. “Yes,” he said. “once I 
was so taken aback that I lost 
my nerve, and my. case.” Sir 
Thomas was only about five feet 
eight, and very slight. The wit- 
ness was a large and jovial 
Trishwoman, who answered very 
readily until the questions began 
to grow a bit awkward. Then 
she suddenly leant over the rail 
of the witness box, and said with 
maternal authority: “Now look 
here, my little man, if I have 
any more of your impertinence, 
I'll take a broomstick to the best 
end of ye.” The businesslike 
rapidity and dignity of the mo- 
dern Courts seems to have great- 
ly diminished the number of the 
followers of Sam Weller in bouts 
of humour against the learned 
counsel, with the result that the 
reports are less read and less 
readable, just as the disappear- 
ance of the Irish members of the 
House of Commons has killed the 
old verbatim reports.

‘ ia TIMES os ancient ag the Yu 


and Ha dynasties (B.C. 
2255-1818), it is written, people 
came from afar, bringing nine 
metal vases as tribute. “There 
were delinented on them the curi- 
ous and abnormal features of 
mountains and rivers, all the dlf- 
ferent objects boing completely re- 
presented {n order that people 
might know the mysterious and 
evil, apparitions, avold being injur- 
ed by them and enabled to doter- 
mine thoir portents,” What jvas 
more, these vasea could spontane- 
ously .boil water without the use 
lof fire, could deposit themselves 
without anyone having to lift them 
and could move away. of thelr own 
accord without being carricd. 
These mysterious vases lasted 
until the Ts’in dynasty, B.C. 221, 
when, it fs declared, they lost them- 
selves in a river. The Emperor 
then had a new vase cast thirteen 
fect high. On it were figures of 
dragons rising aloft’ above clouds, 
and all the different spirits with 
hornless dragons awarming between 
them. ‘On the vase was ‘the in- 
acription: “Of real gold this vase 
was made, and all spirits yleld 
submission.” Another vase made 
a: little Inter had a legend on {t 
worded: “Asconding the moun- 
tain T’al, endless immortality war 
obtained, the Four Seas became 
pacified and tranquil, and the my- 
sterlous - vase sent forth _ its 
fragrance”? A vase intended to 
hold aweet dew was inscribed with 
the words: “All the kingdoms are 
aubdued and will be multiplied for 
ever; the spiritual vase has , been 
enst to receive the . nectar of 


Mysterious Vase Fonud 

In B.C. 116 a precious vase mado 
of an alloy of gold,- silver, copper 
and tin was discovercd. “On the 
surface of the four sides were 
four-footed dragons and, ordinary 
dragona and two cars which were 
sonorous. It had three legs with 
horse-hoofa, ~Marvellgus and my- 
storious figures of mountains and 
clouda were engraved on it.” This 
yase was believed to have been eaat 
in the farthest antiquity. 

Indeed the symbolism of the vase 
goes back to Fu Hei, the great 
ruler of mythical days. While Fu 


Hal was-thinking over the problem 
of tho Universe, he saw a dragon 
skimming over the water towards 
him. On its back were mystic 
symbols which solved the problem 
for the Emperor. The first symbol 
was o circle divided Into two 
nucleated cells, standing for the 
negative female Yin, and the pos!- 
tive male Yang.. Yin was generat- 
ed by the “Rest” of the Great All, 
and Yang by tho “Motion” of the 
Grent All. Theso opposites were 
the key to all mysteries, belng tho 
end and beginning, fe and death, 
cause and effect, good and evil, 
man and things, knowing and act- 
ing, opposite clnsses in all physical 
elements and throughout the 
cosmic order. All depends on the 
balance between these two ele- 
ments. From this sprang other 
symbols made up of a complete or 
masculine line and a broken or 
feminine linc, which gave riso to 
a lincal representation of the whole 
universe known as the Fight 
Myatic Trigrams. 
Symbolism Of The Vase 

Thus even the artists of olden 
days found ao set of rendy-made 
conventions walting for them. 
Those vases which havo to do with 
heaven and the sun must be round 
or of uncqual divisions, while those 
in honour of earth should be square 
or of even divisions. The sun it- 
self is the symbol of light 
victorious over darkness and fs re- 
presented. by a circle or a red 
bal, sometimes surrounded by 
clouds or sinking behind moun- 
tains. The moon is depicted as a 
disc, often among clouds, with 
waves rising over its base in re- 
cognition of {ts influence over the 
tides. Constellations, too, are fre- 
quently placed in the sky-view of 
a vase. The stars are carefully 
tied together by a- little string, 
apparently so that none of them 
may be mistaken for an accident. 
A special group of stars usually 
indicates the presence on the vase 
of some mythical personage tradi- 
tionally connected with it. 

There is much colour symbolism 
on the vase. One set of colours 
indfeates the points of the compass: 
the enst aide, according to classic 
rule, should be the bluo side; the 
west, white; the north, black; and

HICH suit do you select for 
the opening bid if you have 
three from which you can make 
u choice? 
With a hand distribution of 
444 1or64 4.0, very often there 
is n game in the hand if you can 
find out the suit which fits in best 
with your partner's hand, 
It is lear that if you have 
three suits moro or less equal, it 


tis easential to acquaint your part 


ner with the fact, but how are you 
tu do this, and which is the best 
method of starting? 

For example, supposing you 
hold the following hand:— 

S—A Q 106 ‘ 

H—K Q 107 

D—b 

C—A‘Q 10 4. : 

With any sort of support in your 
partner's hand for elther of the 
major suits there is every pro- 
spect of a game. 

To find out which of these suits 
ho holds and which will fit in, I 
always think, that the bidding will 
be deevloped much more simply 
and at low levels if you make it o 
rule to start with the lowest de- 
nomination, 

In this case open the bidding 
with One Club. , Your. next res- 
ponse should be your highest 
ranking . suit—Spades. If you 
then yet a further opportunity, 
and find .it necessary, you will 
then show your Heart sult 

If you always adopt this pro- 
ceflure you will find that it is ex- 
tremely simple and cannot lead to 
any confusion. Your parther 
should be in‘no doubt as to the 
composition of your hand and 
should conclude that it is a threc- 
suiter hand, which may be of the 
4441 pattern or 6 440.
